SOME TRAITS OF BEETHOVEN. . 
“Beethoven used to sit for hours at the 
ano, improvising the thoughts which he 
afterwards soree down on paper, and sub- 

elaborated into the musio with 
} e astonished the world. If: he 
discovered thathe had been overheard at such 
times—as happened once when Cipiana Potter 
called -upon the! great composer and. was 
shown into an a journing xoom—he was 
incensed to the mane degree, - In another 
ynood, and especially after he had Vecome 
donf, while working out a subject in his 
mind, he-would leave his house at night or 
in the early morning, and walk for many 
hours through the ‘most remote and solitary’ 
places, through woods. and by lakes ant 
torrents, silent and abstracted, In'this way 
he sometimes inade the circuit of Vionna 
twice in a day, or, if he were at Baden, lon, 
exoursions across the country, When ongage 
in his magnificent Sonato Appassionata he 
one day took a long walk with Ferdinand 
Ries, his pupil, They walked for hours, but 
during the whole time. Beethoven spoke not 
a-word, but xe humming, or rather howl- 
ing, up and down ‘tho scale, It was the 
process of inowbation. On reaching home he 
seated himself at the piano without taki 
off his hat, and dashed into the splendi 
finale of that noble work. Once there he 
remained for some time, totally regardless 
of the darkness, or the fact that he and Ries 
had had nothing to eat for hours, . His 
appearance became perfootly well known to 
people of all classes, who exclaimed, “There 
eethoven,” when they saw him; and it 
is related that once, when a'tioop of charcoal-: 
burners met him ona countiy path, they 
stood on one side, heavily laden, as they 
were, to let him pass, for fear of troubling 
the groat master’s meditations. When com- 
posing in his own room at home, he would 
sometimes walk about ina reverie, pouring 
cold water over his hands alternately, from 
jug after jug till the floor of the roon was in 
undated, and thepeple came running up-stairs 
to know the cause ofthe deluge, ‘At his death 
he left, besideyhis finished works, a quantity 
of ‘rough sketches, containing, doubtless, 
the germs of many more works, which never 
passed the sage in which they appear there. 
The first draughts of his well-known com- 
positions’ show tho successive alterations 
which their subjects auffered before, they 
pleased him; and these form a most inter- 
esting .study, as exposing his manner ’ of 
working. One of his sketch books has been 
wublished tn: extensv, ond besides a host of 
matters of minor. interest, it contains three. 
separate draughts, at length, of the finaleof 
one of his Syinphonics—a chive root of the 
pationoo with which thiegreatand fiery genius |. 
perfected his masterpieces. Even when 
completely finished and perfected to his own 
sadistaction, his manuscript presented many 
difficultiés to the reader, and his copyists 
and engravers are said to have hada hard 
time of it, In ono of his letters, in which 
he. gives his publishers the correction of 
same proofs ‘of a stringed quartet, he cot- 
oludes by saying thet ‘It ‘ie four o’clock. |" 
I must post thid; and am quite hoarse with 
stamping and swearing.”

LIGHTNING PRINTS. 


Marks, remarkably tree-like, have some- 
times been found on the bodies of persons 
struck .by lightning. MM. Bossnt ‘and 
Leroy, in 1786, reported to the Académie 
des Sciences a.caso of this kind, and dc- 
counted for it by supposing that the light- 
ning in its passage through the body had 
forced the blood into the yessels of the 
skin, and thus all the ramifications of these 
vessels were visible on the surface. Arago 
adopted a similar oxplanatibn in regard to
